fe& CAntipodes to each other in Their Humours, 
yet this Averſion between them, is diſcover'd 
more in Peace than in War, The Queſt of 
Glory has invited many brave Men on both 
Sides into the Field ; and, the Hero's ſtrive to 
conquer each other, by Ciev/tres rather than 
by cArms. 

Catalonia and Zor;/ſilion, were the Stages 
of this War, in the Beginning of the Year 
where the Mareſchal de Brezc, and the Sicur 
de la Moibe-Houdancourt, combarted with all 
the Hardſhips of the Winter, as well as with 
Val:ant Enemies, The Rigcur of the Seaſon 
did not cool the Courage of theſe Generals, 
nor divert their Zeſolution from taking the 
Field.

THO U haft often required an Account of * 
the Parl:amemt of France, which is the 
Supreme Court of the Kingdom. Though the 
Name be known at the Sublime Port, yet the 
Mimfters are unacquainted with the Power 
and Authority of this Senate. 

When it was firſt inſtirured it conſiſted of 
Twelve Peers, an Hundred By/-»ps, and all 
the Prime Nobility of -the Land; who had 
power to give Audience to Foreign . Ambaſſs- 
dors ; to adjuſt 211 Differences of the Subjects. 
In fine, it night then be called the Syrcrergn 
Tribunal, from whence there could be no Ap- 
peal, Three Foreigi Kings have ſat as Mem- 
bers of this Court, It was inthoſe Days Am» 
bulatory , following the King whitherfoeyer 
he went, bnt now it 15 always afi:mbled in 
Paris, in the Palace which Pizlip the Fair 
built for his own Dwelling Houle. This 
Parhament, 15 divided into Seven Chambers, 
whereof, that which they call the GH ZAT 
CHAMBER, is the Chief, There belong 
to this Chamber, Seven Preſidents, Twelve 
Counſellours, the King's Cads, or Attorney, with 
2 great Number of Advcares, and Men of the 
Law. The Preſidents and Comunſellours are 
cloath'd in Scarlet, which ftrikes an awful 


Reverence mo all that approach their Pre- 
| N 4 ſence 
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fence. Some call this, the Gulden Chamber ; 
and well they may, fince that glittering Me- 
tal, is thought to be the Umpire of moſt Cauſes 
that are tryed in this Coure. He that brings 
moſt Gold, is ſure to have | his Buſineſs firſt 
Aiſpartched, and to come off Conqueror. For, 
as their prefene Power 1s little elſe but a mere 
Formality, fo 1s alſo their Juſtice. The Kings 
of France, have gradually fo clipt their Ori- 
ginal Authority, that now they ſeem to be 
but the Shadow of their Ancient ſelves. . They 
never pretended to. meddle. with Eccleſiaſtical 
Afairs ; thit was always out of their Furifdi- 
tion. The Finfis of Rome, claims this Pre- 
rogative as his Right, From whence thou 
mayeſt obſerve, how maim'd and imperfect is 
the Royalty of Chriftzan Kings, who cannot 
puniſh their own SubjeCts , if  Clergy-men, 
without the Pope's Permiſhon. Yet, though 
this Chamber carnot meddle with the Ecclefaa» 
feicks, they have a Privilege to diſpoſe of the 
Zeegency, during the King's Minority; as 15-evi- 
dent itt the late Qucen- Mother, Mary de Me- 
dicis, and the preſent Anne of AuSiriz, who 
were both by the Parliament declared Regents, 
They alſo confirm all the Kings .

'F fE great Preparations which Sultan Ibra- 

kim is making by Land and Sea, affords 
a Subje&t of Diſcourle to all Chriſtendom ; but 
adminiſters a ſpecial Occaſion of Jealouſie, to 
the Zepublick of Venice. 

They look on his declared Intentions to In- 
vade Malta,only 3s a Cover or Cloak to his real 
Deſigns upon themſelves ; being confirm'd in 
their ſuſpicion, by the Complaints which the 
Sultan mace to Soranzo, their Reſident at the 
Port, when he delivered himſelf with an Air, 
that expreſſed far deeper Reſentments than his 
Words. 

Nor can the Artificial Strains of Courteſie 
which 
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which are uſed toward the Fefident, blind or 
cancel the apparent Aﬀront and Contempt which 
he received from the Xaitmacham ; who refuſed 
to give him Audience after ſome hours Atten- 
dance, though at the ſame time Prince Ra- 
goiski's Envoy, was admitted at the firlt Word, 

Tieſe Confiderations, with others of like 
Nature, have ſufficiently alarm'd the Penetians ; 
{o that they are making all the ſeaſonable Pre- 
parations that are requiſite, to oppoſe the Tor- 
rent of the 0:tyman Fury and Rage, which they 
apprehend is to be poured on them.

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; ay Glorious Republick, which has 
flouriſh'd for ſo many Ages,onght not, 
in my Opinton,to become the Merchandiſe of 
upſtart Shepherds. *Tis needleſs, to recount 
our Original,or wipe off the Ancient Duſt of 
our Primitive Records, that we may be able 
rotell the World,we are theRelicks of Troy. 
"Ts bootleſs, to put you in Mind, how this 
moſt ſerene and flouriſhing State, laid ber 
firſt Foundations in the Sea, and built her 
Neſt in the Floods: That the Nereids fled to 
her Shadow ;, and,the Reſt of the Sea- Gods, 
even Neptune himſelf, courted her Alliance 
and Protettion.

know thy Abilities are great, yet he that walks 
on Pinnacles, will not refuſe the Afiftance of 
any kind Hand that offers it, nor tax a Man 
with Preſumption , for eadeavouring to pre- 

ſerve him from a Fall. 
It will not be ſufkgjent, that thou art very 
AE Zealous

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Zealous to ſerve the Sultan, to aggrandize his 
Honour, and prop the Imperial Dignity : Nor, 
that thou art extremely accurate 1n managing 
the Afﬀairs committed to thy Charge: That 
thou art aſſiduous and extraordinary careful ; 
not addied to Recreations and Pleaſure ; That 
thou art rigorouſly Juſt, deaf to Flattery, and 
inexorable to Bribes; but in all Things ſolicitous 
for thy Sovereigns Intereſt and Greatneſs, with- 
out any other Byaſs,ſave that of untainted Loy 
alty. (All theſe, I muſt conteſs, are great Ver- 
tues ina Stateſman and a Favourite ; yet, they 
may become Vices, by their Exceſs as well as 
their Defe&, and he that fleers not his Courſe 
in the Golden Mean, may ſoon precipitate him- 
ſelf into Ruin.) Burt it is alſo neceſſary for thee, 
to have an Eye tothe SatisfaQion of the SubjeQ, 
as well as tothe Prince's Prerogative. It will 
not be ſafe to immolate the People's Intereſts 
and Liberties, tothe Humours and Caprices of 
their Sovereign, Neither will he thank or re- 
ward thee, for ſuch a dangerous Piece of Zeal. 
Nay, ſhould he himſelfcommand thee to do any 
thing, which would intrench on their Righes 
and Privileges,thou oughteſt rather to ſhew thy 
Fidelity, in. humbly 'remonſtrating to him the 
111 Conſequences of ſuch a Proceeding, than 
by a blind Obedience, to betray both him and 
thy ſelf to the Publick 0d:wm. On thee, to be 
ſure it will faſten, however thy Maſter may 
eſcape; and thou muſt fall a Vitim to ap- 
peaſe the jncens'd- Multitude and Gaye him 
harmleſs, 2 


This 
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This was the Caſe of the Duke 4* Olivarez, 
the late Miniſter and Favourite of the King of 
Spain, He was endued, with all the fore- 
mentioned Yertues requiſite in a Stateſman; bur, 
his immenſe Zeal to advance the King's Preroga- 
tive, betrayed him to ſuch Meaſures of Op- 
preſſion and Tyranny, as were the Occaſion of 
his Ruin, 

The Spariards claim certain Franchiſes and 
Immunities, which when granted them, they 
pay a voluntary Homage to the Caſtilian 
Crown. D' 0l;varez ſought to bereave them of 
theſe their Native Cuſtoms and Liberties, which 
by degrees gave ſo general a Diſguſt co that ap- 
prehenſive Nation, that they broke out into an 
open Rebellion, Hence ſprung the Revolt of 
Catalonia and K«fſilion ; and,the total Defefion 
of Portugal. He thought by Rigour, to drive 
theſe People to Extremes, making them fall 
into Treaſon , and then taking advantage of 
their Crimes, to make his Maſter more abſo- 
lute. But, theſe indire& Courſes never pro- 
ſpered ; and, we now ſee the Duke of Bra- 
ganzs, by this Means eſtabliſhed in the Throne 
of Portugal, that Kingdom quite rent from —_— 
and the other Provinces in the Hands of the 
French, 

The Spaniſh Grandees, ſenſible of the Male- 
adminiſtration of the Favourite Duke , grew 
diſguſted, with-drew from the Court, and from 
their Charges, leaving the King almoſt defti- 
tute of Atrendants at Home, or Officers Ae. 
broad; yet, none durſt diſcover the Grounds 
of their Diſcontent, till the Conflable of bs 
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;le broke the Ice, on the following Occaſion. 
This Conftable, is one of the Prime Nuoility of 
Spain, deducing' his Pedegree from a Face of 
Kings, Him had 0lwarez made his Mortal Ene- 
my, by propoſing 2 Match between a Son of his, 
and the Conftable's Daughter. This Son, whether 
Natural or only Adopted , 1s not: certainly 
known, but, he had lived an obſcure and de- 
bauched Life, not ſo much as taken notice of, 
unleſs for his difſolute Manners and enormous 
Crimes , which had once expos'd him to the 
Sentence of Death, had henot met with better 
Fortune than he deſerved, All the Nobles were 
highly diſguſted, when they ſaw this Prodigal 
own'd by 0lwarez for his Natural Son and Heir 
inveſted with the higheſt Dignicies of the King- 
dom, and made Maſter of prodigious Riches ; 
eſpecially, ſince he was no Ways worthy of ſuch 
Preferment, retaining ſtill his former Vices, and 
giving every where Proofs of an abje and baſe 
Geniue. To ſee ſuch anone made Prefident of 
the Indzes, and at the height of Honour, 1n a fair 
Way to ſucceed the Duke in his Miniftry, irri- 
tated the whole Cours, and drove the . Conſtable 
of Caftile to Impatience, He utterly refuſes the 
Match, diſdaining that his Daughter ſhould be 
linked to ſuch = ſtart, He remonſtrates to 
the King, the exorbitant Ambition of 0Jzvarez, 
Tn fine, being ſeconded by other Lords of the 
Court, and by Letters from the German Empe- 
ror, heſo far prevail'd on the King, that his Eyes 
began to be open'd, and he now. clearly ſaw, 
that all the Diſorders of the Government, ow'd 
their O1gia to the ul, Conduct of 01ivarez. 
Where: 
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Wherefore, taking the Advice of his faithful 
Counſellors, he baniſh'd him the Coure, depriv'd 
him of all Authority, confin'd him firſt to a Place 
not far from Madrid, and afterwards to Thoyo, 
a City in 014 Caflile. 

Thus fell that great Miniſter , through his 
own Ambition to riſe. Seeking by unwarran» 
table Methods to ſecure his Maſter's Favour , 
he incurred the Height of his Difpleaſure, and 


brought upon his own Head, an .irrecoverable 


Diſgrace and Ruin. 

I ſend thee this Example, as 2 Teſtimony of 
my Friendſhip and Fidelity z atid, that thou 
may*lt inform the Divan, of the true Grounds 
of this Man's Misfortune. The King has now 
taken the Reins of Government into his own 
Hands, though, 'tis thought, too late.

Title and Power of Captain Baſſz : Since thou 
thy ſelf, I ſay, whoart always Generaliſſimo by 
Land, vouchſafeſt alſo at this JunCture to be» 
come Baſſa of the Sea ; FE wiſh that both Ele- 
ments may prove propitious to thee, and Fate 
crown thy Arms with the Height of Succeſs. 
May the King of the Waters, proclaim a Ne- 
Siraum where-ever thou ſaileſt, and may the 
W:nds pay Homage to the Banner of the 0t40- 
man Empire. Ina Word, may yielding Waves, 
and timely Gales, convey thee ſafe and pro- 
iperous to Venice ; and, may Fortune always at- 
tend that Courage, which never forſook thee 
when thy Maſter's Honour lay at Stake:

, Certain conſiderable ' Merchants: coming to 
this Town, and Lodginz at an Inn, not .far 
; P from 
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from my Quarters, the Houſe being full of 
Gueſts, they were forced to be content with an 
upper Room ; where, entertaining one another 
with pleaſant Diſcourſe , to paſs away the 
Time till Supper, on a ſudden the Kitchin 
was all in 2a Flame, unfortunately encreaſed 
with combuſtible Matter lying near the Chim- 
ney. Some ſay, there was great Quamity of 
O1l and Gun-Powder (an odd Store-Houſe to 
lay ſach Commodities in. ) However, the 
Fire appeared fo ſuddenly and violently, that in 
2a Moment all the Floor under them, was ſeiz'd 
with 1t. 

Theſe Gentlemen, who were Two Stories 
high, in a Chamber towards the Street ; as ſoon 
as they heard the Cry of Fire, began to make 
towards their Trunks and Port-mantles, which 
were lock'd up in a Jarge Coffer, the Key of 
which hung at their Hyfeſs's Girdle. They were 
for going down to fetch 1t, but the Fire had, in 
2 Manner, conſum'd all beneath them, Whilſt 
they were buſted 1n trying to break open the 
'-Coger, and to take out every Man his own, 
their Chamber became inftantly ſo full of 
Smoak, as was like to Choak them. They could 
neither ſayethemſelves by going up or down,the 
Houſe b<ing all over in a Flame. Moreover, 
their Neighbours ſeeing their own Houfes in 
Danger, were ſo concerned for themſelves,that 
they had no time ro Pity Others. So that, few 
People attempted to ſuccour theſe, poor Gentle- 
men, Who, on their fide, endeavoured with 
great Pieces of Wood, to force a Paſſage ; bur 
the Walls and Windows were too Strong to 

| give 
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give Way to their Efforts, being ſecur'd with 
thick Iron Bars, faſtned inthe Stones. In this 
lamentable Condition, having this inexorable 
Flame before their Eyes, which had already 
ſeized on the Chamber, tearing the Hair off 
their Heads, and ſtamping on the Ground, they 
ſent forth ſuch dreadful Skrieks, as moved all 
that heard them to extreme Compaſſion. 

They threw their Gold and Silyer - into the 
Streets, in vain crying for Help; the Fire being 
ſo encreas'd, that befvre the People could bring 
Ladders and other Jaſtruments to break a Way 
into the Chamber, theſe poor Wretches miſera- 
bly periſhed in the Flames.

But, I ſhall gra- 
tifie thee, in unveiling the Interiour of thoſe 
Events, which have made ſuch a- Noiſe, Thou 
art naturally curious in thy Reſearches ; and, 
I ſball preſet thee with ſome additional Re- 
marks, which I have made on the Engli/þ 
Agairs, ſince I wrote to the Supreme Miniſter

The part which he ated, was by Proxy. He 
had his Agentsthere, to blow up into a Flame, 
the Sparks which lay ſmothering -in the Breaſts 
of that Diſcontented People, Thoſe of the 
Latin Church, 1eflet it as a Jucgment on the 


Engliſh 
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Engliſh Nation, that they have never. been free 
from Conſpiracies, Seditions and Rebellions, 
ſince the Time they ſhook of their Obedience 
to the Zoman Flufts , which was, 10 the Days 
of King .H:nry VIII. As if, that Revolt 4n 
Point of Religion, had been the Source of all 
the fojlowing Tumulets and Diſorders in the 
State, * Tis certain, Religion has great Influ- 
ence on Mens Morals, and where a Liberty of 
innovating is once allow*d, it makes conti» 
nued Progreſons, Some French _Antiqua- 
rics ſay, that. the Engliſh embrac'd the Homars 
Communion for the Space of Seven Hundred. 
Years; and, that during ſo long a Time, they 
never had any Cizz Wars, but ſuch as were 
made on the Account of Succetlion to the 
Crown, But, that after they had 'chang'd- 
their Faith, they were always relileſs, till. 
hatching ſome Alteration in the Government. 
I know not how far theſe Obſervations are 
juſtifiable, Men being generally partial to their 
own Cauſe. But, the preſent Stirs in thac 
Iſiand, ſeem to owe their Increaſe, if not their. 
Birth, to the Latitude which the Subjefts rake: 
in Matters of Conſcience, Whilſt every Man,, 
carves out to himſelf ſuch a Rel;grn, as belt 
pleaſes him; without being accoumable to 
the Stats, or paying any Tribute, as is the 
Peatice of the Ottoman Empire. Hence, it 
is few Mens Ambition, to contorm to the Ze- 
ligion of the Prince; but, every $S:& endea- 
vours to perſwade both Prince and People, 
to ſubſcribe to their Sentiments; and, the 
moſt potent Party, _—_— all the. Reſt. with 
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the ill Conſequences of War, in Caſe their Te- 
nets be not eſtabliſh'd. Among all the Religions 
which divide the Inhabitants of that 1/land,there 
ts none for which they have ſo general an Aver- 
fion, as that which they call the Roman Ci- 
tholick, though it were once the Eftabli{h'd Re- 
lizion of the Country. This is now become the 
publick Eye-ſore ; and, the reſt of the Sefs, 
though they are at immortal Difference with 
each other, yet all join Heart and Hand: to 
oppoſe this Common Bup-bear. The French 
fay, That the Protcftants are like the Engliſh 
Maſtiff, Two of which, I remember, were 
preſented to Srultan Amurath, by the French 
Ambaſſador, with this CharaQter of them, 
That though when they quarrel d they would 
Hobs with each ether to Death, yet /fould a 
Bear be let looſe upon them, w the 'Midſ# and 
Heat - of their Fury, they would ſoon | become 
Friends, and turn the Baitcl upon thei Savage 
Enemy, Sach, they ſay, '1s the Humour of the 
Engliſh Sef&aries ;, and, the FaCtious have im- 
proved it ſo far, as to faſten the 0dwum of the 
vulgar--on' the King himſelf, by ſuggeſting; 
That he defigns to introduce the Roman Rel;-- 
gion into that Country; whereas, according to 
che Relation of Travellers and knowing Men, he 
is a zealous Proteſtant. © This is the Pretence of 
raking up Arms againſt him : An Artifice, by 
which Rebellion 1s generally uſher'd in; whillt 


the Defence of Heligion, is made a Cloak for - 
Sacrulege and Treaſon, s 
The Infidels have found out a Way 'to' di- 
vide a Man from ' himſelf, by Metaphyſical 
oa Niceties, 
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Niceties, 2 Science wherein the True Believers 
are happily ignorant, -. They. are aQtually in 
Arms-againſt cheir Sovereign, yet they declare 
they fight for him: Maintaining their Rebellion 
by this Sophiftry ," That they fight againit bis 
Natural Perſon, t defend bis Political; as if 
they could ſeparate one from the other, Some 
thinking Men fay, 'tis well if they do not di- 
yorce his Sout from his Body by the Hlp of 
theſe :Juggling DiſtinCtions, +. - ; 
His Viceroy. m Ireland, has already loft his 
Head, for no other Crime, but his Loya'ty te 
his Maſter, who'is blam'd for giving Conſens 
to the Execution of ſo faithful a Miniſter. 
Yet, the Curious pretend to-trace the Fcotiteps 
of Fuftice in "this: Man's Deſtiny, ſince he fell 
2- Sacrifice-to.the fame Democratict Principles, 
 whereaf he had formerly been a zealous Patron, 
having been obſerved to be once a great Oppoſer 
of the 'Royzl Prerogative, If this. be true, it 
ſeems as if Nemeſis her ſelf had brought him to: 
his Puniſhment. 

Thou. wilt wonder- at . the Prefumption. of 
theſe: People, - in diveſting the- King -of the 
Military: Power by .

Theſe are - known by the Name of 
L ib; rtines or Atheiſts, which is to ſay, People 
that profeſs themſclves Enemies to the Belef of 
a.God. Alewd and unthinking Herd of Animals, 
who dare not be alone, , leſt they ſhould come 
to the Remembrance of themſelves, and be 
Wiſer. . 

Theſe People are in ſome ſort, like Ninw 
that great <Aſſrian Flomarch, who vaunted, 
He never ſaw the Stars, nor defired it ; Wor- 
ſhipp'd neither Sun nor Mcon, neyer ſpoke to 
his People, nor tgok any Account of them, but 
was valiant in Eating and Drinking. 

He wasC a:d to have this Inſcription on his 
Tomb;

Such another was Sardanapalus, one of the 
Succeſſors off Nijnwe in that Mongreby, and in 
the Corruption of his Manners.

It was not to his 
Vertue or Courage that Nweveb was obliged, 
for ſuftaining a Siege of Eight and Twenty 
Moons, but tothe Impregnable Strength of her 
own Walls. For, fo ſoon as he was told, that 
the Oracle was fulfill'd, and that the River Ey- 
pbrates was join'd in League with his Ege- 
thies , and had by an unuſual Flood, broke 
down a conſiderable Pare of the Walls in 
which he trufled ; all his Bravery vaniſh'd ;

For, 
when he might have compelled the Sucdi/h Ge- 
neral, either to Fight or Retire, he ſuffered 
him freely to paſs through Hu!fein and return 
into Germany. 

The Curious and Inquiſitive, lay the Blame

T tell thee, though I was not without ſome

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Apprehenſion of Danger, yet hitherto this was. 
the pleaſanteſt and moſt diverting Spe&acle 
that ever I ſaw in my Life, Trees are a very 
grateful Object on the Earth, but they are much 
More fo in the Air; and, H_ at that 
Height and Diſtance, they affect the Eye with: 
unſpeakable Delighe, I was raviſhed to ſee 
a moving Foreſt, almoſt as high as the Clouds, 
The pendulous Gardens of Babylon, would haye 
appear*'d buta Trifle, in Compariſon of this 
Noble Scene. 

I followed it with my Eye as far as I could, 
till at length my Sight was intercepted by 
a thick Shower of Rain, which drove me 
into a Houſe for Shelter. Where, before I 
came away, L was informed, that what I e- 
ſteemed ſo delighttul, proved very Tragical 
eo the Neighbouring Villages. Falling down 
from that Height I left ir at, and ſcattering: 
irs former Load, it fell violently into the 
Groves and Orchards, tearing up ſome Thov.

To the Venerable Mufti. 


AT length I am releas'd from a tedious 
Impriſonment , the Occafion of which 

the Kaimacham will acquaint thee with. Had 
this happened in Sp» , my Uſage had. been 
much worſe, And* for this Reaſon, I efteem 
France the Nobleſt and Freeſt Kingdom with- 
in the Pale of the Latin Church + that it ne- 
ver would ſubmic ro the Tyranny of the 
Inquiſition : Which 1s a kiad of Eccleſiaſtical 
Dwoan , or Hich Court of Fudicature, where 
Crimes agaiuſt the Church and State are try- 
ed. It was firſt erected, at the Inſtance of 
one Dominick, who for this meritorious Pro- 
je, was afterwards canonized MA Sains, The 
__ Deſign of it was, to cxtirpate the Mvors 
and Fezvs out of Spain and Portugal. But now, 
'tis made a Trap for all Strangers, and _ 
| ally 
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ally ' thoſe they call Heretzcks _ Whoſoeyer 
falls into it, is commonly fleec'd of his Eſtate, 
and not ſeldom chous'd out of his Life. For, 
the firſt Thing the Holy Fathers Inqusſitors do, 
is, to make a zealous and devout InſpeQtion 
into the Poſſeſlions - of the Prifoner. If they 
find him Rich ; that is ſufficient to make him 
Criminal ; and, the good Fathers, will rake 
a pious Care to diſpoſe of his Wealth.

The People are of more generous Tempers, 
the Laws nog ſo rigorous , and yet they come 
far ſhort of the Juſtice of the «Ottoman Em- 
pire, Though my Confinement was tedious, 
yet *ewas tolerable; and, if I could not be 
happy in a Priſon, fo neither was I prope:ly 
miſerable. 

When Evil ſurpriſes us, we commonly af- 
fright our (elves, by beholding it -in its groſs 
Bulk ; onr ſcattered Spirits, are aſftoviſhed at 
21 infinite Bugbear. Whereas, 1t we take 2 more 
PAartiCur 
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particular Survey ofthe dreadful Obje&, ana- 
tomize and view it Piece by Piece; we find, 
that the greateſt part of what ſo diſmay'd us, 
had no other Exiſtence, than in our own Ima- 
gination. Thus, when I was firſt ſeized by 
Cardinal Mazarini's Order, I preſaged to my 
{elf no leſs thin inſufferable Tortures, an igno- 
mimous Death, and (which afeRed me with 
the moſt ſenſible Grief) the Diſcovery of my 
Comm:ſſi3n, and the Aﬀairs of the Sublime Port. 
When I firſt enter'd the Priſon, I bid adieu to 
all Toy and Comfort in this Lyfe, and thought 
of Nothing but preparing my ſelf for that 0- 
ther World, where I hope tobe renewed again 
to immenſe Pleaſures, the Delights of Para- 
diſe, as 2 Reward of my ſufferings for that 
Law, which was brought down from Heaven 
by the Angel Gabriel. 
Theſe were my firſt Thoughts in Priſon z 
bat , when Sleep had compoſed my Spurits , 
and Time had render'd me more familiar with 
the Place of my Reſtraint, I began to think, 1t 
was not impoſſible to live, and even to regain 
my Liberty. However, I reſolyed to alleviate 
the Grief of my Reſtraint, by contracting my 
Deſires within a narrower Compals , and 
circumſcribing my Wiſhes within thoſe Walls 
which confined my Body. I framed to my 
ſelf Felicities, our of the Contemplation of 
my Miſery; and, by confidering what I en- 
joyed , I pacified my Diſcontent for what 1 
wanted, I was not ſo cloſe ſhut up, bur that 
I could at Pleaſure ler in freſh Air, and rake 2 
Proſpe& of the City and: adjacent Fields, at 


my 
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my Window. This made me reliſh my Priſon 
with ſome Degree of Conte:it. The Want 
which moſt aflied me, was, that of Fountain 
Water; which 1 dur{t not ſo much as ask for, 
inſuch Quantities as are requiſite to the Clean» 
neſs of a Muſſulman, leſt T ſhould have con 
firmed them in the Suſpicion, which was the 
Occaſion of my Impriſonment, For, I was 
ſure, my AQions would be narrowly obſerved. 

The ſame Caution, made me not refuſe to eat 
of Swines Fleſh, and drink freely of Wine, when 
once invited to the Cvernour's Table. ? Tis true, 
I had great Scruples and Fears upon me. But, I 
comforted my ſeifwirh thoſe Paſſages in the .M1- 
coran, which ſeem toindulge us this Liberty in 
Caſe of Neceſſity, by anfitg us, That £4 78 
the Aerciful of the Merciful, and that he re- 
quires not unreaſonable Performances of his 
Creatures, Otherwiſe, I ſhould have thought 
every Morſel I ſwallow'd of that execrable 
Meat, + would have choak'd me , and every 
Draught of Wine, have been my Poiſon, Tell 
me, Great Oracle of Truth, whether in this I 
nave not ſinned ? I think my ſelf not Innocent, 
til] thou haſt pronounced me ſo. However , 


this Frankneſs in Eating and Drinking, with 


the Chri//zans, without the leaſt Relerye or 
Niceneſs, contributed ſomething to their ber- 
ter Opinion of me. Men are generally ſo wed- 
ded to their own Cuſtoms, that be looks like a 
Monſter, whothwarts them, and does not com- 
ply wich the preſent Mode, And, the French, 
have a Proverb, That when a Man's at Rome, 
be muft live like the Romans,

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I believe, I1was invited to this Col/ation, in 
Order to a Diicovery ; and, had I refuſed to 
eat and drink what was before me, it had, no 
doubr, been a convincinz Argument to theſe

If I have ſinned in this Point, I humbly 
crave thy Abſotution and Prayers, but, if I 
have done well, inform me, that ſo I may have 
Peace of Conſcience.
